An Act To Designate Certain Rules of the Board
of Pesticides Control as Major Substantive Rules

Emer gency preamble. Wher eas, acts and resolves of the Legislature do not become effective
until 90 days after adjournment unless enacted as emergencies,; and

Wher eas, therule-making authority of the Department of Agriculture, Food and Rural Resources,
Board of Pesticides Control is essential to ensuring the benefits derived from proper use of pesticides
while safeguarding public health; and

Wher eas, designation of certain rules as major substantive rules enhances that assurance; and

Wher eas, inthejudgment of the Legislature, these facts create an emergency within the meaning
of the Constitution of Maine and require the following legislation as immediately necessary for the
preservation of the public peace, health and safety; now, therefore,

Beit enacted by the People of the State of Maine asfollows:
Sec. 1. 7 MRSA 8610, sub-86 isenacted to read:

6. Major substantiverules. Rules proposed for adoption by the board after July 1, 2007
that pertain to topics specified in paragraphs A to E are major substantive rules as defined in Title 5,
chapter 375, subchapter 2-A. Rulesin effect on July 1, 2007 that pertain to topics specified in paragraphs
A to E continuein effect, except that proposed amendments to those rules are major substantive rules and
must be reviewed and approved prior to final adoption in accordance with Title 5, section 8072. Topics
governed by this subsection are:

A. Drift from outside spraying;

. Notification requirements for outside spraying;

B
C. Pesticides applications in occupied buildings;
D

. A naotification registry for indoor applications of pesticides; and

E. Buffersfrom shorelines for broadcast applications of pesticides.

Emergency clause. Inview of the emergency cited in the preamble, this legislation takes effect
when approved.
